His Excelleney A. I. Boreman, Governor of the State of West Va: 

Siz:—Your note of the 24th of December, 1863, requesting a state- 
ments of the condition of the finances of the State on the first day 
wf January, 1864, was duly received, and should have been replied 
to at an earlier day, except for the proess on this Department of 
business that could not be neglected. As requested, please find ta- 
‘bles enclosed, that will furnish you all the information you request- 
red. It is proper for me to say, perhaps, that the money in the 
Treasury on the Ist day of January, 1864, will be but little increas- 
ed during the present year. The law requires the revenue to be 
paid into the Treasury, three-fourths on the 15th of December in 
each year, and the remaining one-fourth by the 15th of March there- 
after. The one-fourth is always absorbed by sheriffs’ commissions 
and delinquent list. The only increase will be from license tax for
